for the item in real time with the primary transaction, and 

offering the item to the user. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 21 wherein the electronic communication device 
20 is a wireless device. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 22 wherein the wireless device is a wireless

15 identifier includes obtaining data from a network associated with the electronic communications 

device. 

47. (Previously presented) The method of claim 44, wherein obtaining the geographic 
identifier includes obtaining ANI data from a carrier associated with the electronic device. 

48. (Previously presented) The method of claim 44, wherein obtaining the geographic 
20 identifier includes obtaining the geographic identifier directly from the user. 

49. (Previously presented) The method of claim 44, wherein obtaining the 
geographical identifier includes entering the geographic identifier by an operator. 

50. (Previously presented) The method of claim 21, wherein offering the at least one 
item includes offering at least one item related to an entity that is geographically local to the 

25 user.
